WATER^SUPPLIESj^ 

although  there  has  been  a  great  Improvement  in 
the  water  supplies  in  the  district  during  the  past  few  years 
there  are  still  a  number  of  villages  w here  the  supply  is 
untreated  and  subject  to  contamination  and  is  consequently  a 
threat  to  the  health  of  the  community.  These  supplies  have 
been  mentioned  in  previous  reports  and  are  chiefly  private 
undertakings  supplying  the  villages  of  Carlton,  Redmire, 
Castle  Bolton  and  Melmerby. 

The  work  undertaken  to  Improve  the  supply  to 
the  village  of  Bellerby  has  improved  the  quantity,  but  since 
It  is  still  untreated  and  is  derived  from  the  same  source 
as  previously,  there  has  oeen  very  little  Improvement  in  the 
quality. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


No  further  work  has  oeen  undertaken  during 
the  year  on  sewerage  and  sewerage  disposal  plants. 

The  following  villages  are  in  urgent  need  of  improved  sewage 
disposal  facilities  in  order  to  abate  the  existing  nuisances 
with  its  attendant  risk  to  health  Carlton,  FInghall, 
Constable  Burton,  Castle  Bolton,  Redmire ,  Hauxwell. 

REEUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the 
district  continues  to  be  satisfactory,  but  there  has  been 
no  improvement  in  the  tipping  facilities  available. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports  a  new  tipping  site  is 
urgently  required.

Contra lised  slaughtering  has  continued  throughout 
the  year  at  the  Abattoir  leased  to  the  Ministry  of  Fbod 
at  Leyburn,  I  have  commented  in  previous  reports  on 

ahe  unsuita oility  ox  these  premises,  due  chiefly  to  their 
proximity  to  ha Pit able  dwellings.  It  is  hoped  that  when 

the  Government  scheme  for  centralised  slaughtering  is 

introduced,  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  for  this  abattoir 
to  be  in  use.  , 


HOUSING. 


In  spite  oi  the  fact  that  there  is  a  considerable 
number  of  unfit  houses  which  are  still  inhabited,  no  action 
has  been  taken  during  the  year  to  improve  the  position. 

I  would  again  strongly  urge  the  Council  to  make  a  start  on 
the  demolition  of  slum  property  which  is  prejudicial  to  health
